“Almost an In sult to Him." 
The Duluth Ev en in g Herald prin t* 
a commun ication from Jud ge Brow­ 
n ell iu regard to Hon . C. A. Town e 
an d the party that elected him to 
con gress. The letter says: 
“We abould at on ce organ ize a free 
silv er party with 
whom our d is 
tiuguished con gressman , when we 
len d him back again to Washin gton , 
can accompliah somethin g for the 
people worthy of hi* great ability. 
Why, to re-elect him an d keep the 
gold party in power is almost an in ­ 
sult to him, as it tie* him up *o he can 
d o but little compared with what ha 
will d o if we put a free silv er party in 
power on Mr. Town e’s platform.” 
It ie hard ly possible that more than 
a half d ozen men , ev en in Duluth, 
would be a* foolish as Mr. Brown ell 
appear* from the abov e assertion s 
cred ited to hi* pen . It is a pity if 
Mr. Town e has reached that poin t in 
hi* political career where he is greater 
than the party that elected him. But, 
accord in g to the abov e oommun ica 
tion , it seems n ecessary to chan ge the 
party or offer an in sult to Mr. Town e. 
Those Duluth fellows appear to 
imagin e that if Mr. Town e says so the 
eatire republican party of these Un ited 
States must chan ge their v iews or 
ev erythin g will go to smash. “When 
we sen d him back to Washin gton " his 
v iews on the silv er question will hav e 
to be greatly chan ged , an d there is 
little d an ger of his bein g “in sulted ." 
The Sixth d istrict of Min n esota ad ­ 
mire an d appreciate the brillian t 
powers aud oratory of Mr. Town e, 
but they will refuse to be miarepre 
ten ted on the mon ey question — 
free silv er fin d s little, v ery little 
fav or in this d istrict ha preten d s to 
represen t. 
To illustrate where the silv er sen ti 
aleut isd riftiog to we quote the fol 
lowin g from F. M. Ed d y, con gressman 
from the Sev en th Min n esota d istrict, 
who passed through Min n eapolis od 
Tuesd ay od his way home: 
“The sen timen t for silv er is in creas­ 
in g in a few places in the coun try, but 
takiug the coun try ov er, it is on the 
d eclin e. 
There are fewer free silv er 
men io the house n ow than were there 
two years ago, an d more n ow than 
there will be n ext con gress. 
They 
were beaten three v otes to on e in the 
house this year. 
From a series of 
tables which I hav e prepared , coun t­ 
in g ev ery v ote cast io 1804 for a free 
silv er can d id ate, whether run n in g as 
a republican , d emocrat or populist, 
an d throwin g in the socialist v ote, the 
total v ote for this n ew id ea was less 
thau oue-tifth the total v ote of the 
coun try. The v ote in the house on 
silv er shows 60 d emocrats aud 30 re­ 
publican s. 
Of the 60, 24 were Con ­ 
fed erate sold iers, an d all, sav e two or 
three, came from secession states. In 
the 60 are in clud ed the v otes of the 
silv er republican states, together with 
two v otes each from Michigan , Ohio, 
Illin ois an d South Dakota, aud on e 
v ote each from Min n esota, Kan sas an d 
North Carolin a. 
“The in equality of represen tation 
giv es ailv er a stron ger showin g in con ­ 
gress than it really is en titled to. A 
v ote in Nev ad a, for in stan ce, has fiv e 
times as much represen tation on the 
floor of con gress as a v oter in Min n e­ 
sota. A v oter in Mississippi has four 
times as much represen tation in con ­ 
gress as a v oter in Min n esota, Iowa or 
New YTork. In other word s, the en 
tire con greasion al v ote of the stat* of 
Mississippi, in its sev en d istricts, 
coun tin g v otes oast for all can d id ates, 
was n ot aa great, id 1894, as the v ote 
cast in the Sev en th d istrict in Min n e­ 
sota for my oppon en t an d myself."

with the ma-ietw of tin * obi world : 
Madrid . Spain , Feb. 15, 96. 
We left Baris Fn b. lith , arid you 
will perbapa be more surpiised than 
pleased to kn ow I hat we trav eled third - 
class, as all arle ta d o here, an d were 
aecooipauied by three artists frien d s. 
As yon kn ow the cars bere are d iv id ed 
in to com partiii**nt s, an d our party en 
joyed on e by t be OI se I v ee, which, you 
gav e us a priv ate d rawin g room, 
n ot quite so well furn ished as your 
Bn 11 man cars, howev er. 
The Beath of 
the third -class on our lin e were up 
holstered an d quite comfortable 
We 
prov id ed ourselv es with au extra 
toothsome lun ch, aud four times ad ay 
turn ed 
our compartmen t in to a 
v eritable buffet. The journ ey through 
Southern Fran ce was v ery in terestin g, 
aud we saw man y an cien t v illages 
with d ecayed houses, 
man y sur­ 
roun d ed by high ston e walls, some 20 
feet high, con structed as a safeguard 
in times of war. 
We were a good 
n atured sort of a crowd , sin gin g n ear­ 
ly a1) the time, which amused the 
Freuch passen gers v ery much, an d 
when our v oices became tired (an d 
our aud ien ce also) we played euchre 
aud ate. 
At 10:40 in the ev en in g we 
arriv ed at Bord eaux, but as it was 
about our bed tioiewe d id n or sample 
an y of the celebrated win e mad e here. 
At this place we chan ge wagon s—ex­ 
cuse me, I am writin g En glish, an d 
must say ears, an d as there were n o 
leepin g cars ou our train , we mad e 
quite a comfortable bun k on the seats, 
which run s crosswise of the car an d 
are about eight feet lon g. 
I hav e 
told you how these cars are heated , a 
sort of “lead bag” about three feet 
on g, eight in ches wid e an d three 
thick, is filled with hot water, an d two 
are shov ed in to the car on the floor 
an d the passen gers use them as we d o 
soap aton e. About 3 o’clock that 
n ight the water in the bags became 
cold , likewise that in my v ein s, an d 
the thermometer had almoat reached 
its lowest uotch when relief came an d 
n ot water replaced the n ow almost ice 
blocks. At 6:30 we arriv ed at Irun , 
the town on the fron tier between 
ran ee an d Spain , where we must 
chan ge cars an d pass the terrible 
ord eal of hav in g our baggage ran 
sacked by the high officials with the 
ow salaries. As we open our car 
d oor a d ozen or more Span iard s wel­ 
comed us with their usual warm 
greetin g of “Carry your baggage, 
sir?” “Buy an oran ge, sir!” 
“Giv e 
me a pen n y, sir!” etc., all, of course, 
in Span ish, which we would hav e 
un d erstood as well had it been in 
Greek. 
Fin ally a boy who spoke 
Fren ch came alon g an d I embraced 
him as a frien d , in d eed , for he cer­ 
tain ly was in n eed —or rather we were 
in n eed of him. 
The examin ation of 
baggage was on ly a matter of form, 
we had been careful n ot to brin g auy 
d utiable good s. 
I forgot to say that 
at Baris we could n ot buy a ticket in to 
Spain , on ly to the fron tier. 
The 
railroad s of the two con al ries are n ot 
good n eighbors—they may be said to 
be like two families liv in g in the 
same bouse. 
Our baggage was tran sferred to the 
Span ish train without giv in g up the 
check, aud they d id n ot ev en ask for 
it. I bought tickets to Mad rid , walked 
up to our trun ks an d told the lon g 
n osed Span iard to check them to 
Mad rid , showin g him the tickets, an d 
he complied without d eman d in g proof 
that I had an y claim on the trun k*. 
I wish n ow I had selected a larger 
an d better on e that was besid e min e. 
A glan ce at the Span ish train con ­ 
v in ced us that we d id n ot wan t third - 
class on that lin e for the seats were 
simply woollen ben ches, an d hard 
wood , too. 
The secon d -claas cars 
were v ery 
n ice, upholstered an d 
cushion ed seats an d backs. 
We are n ow in Spain , an d it is cer­ 
tain ly aston ishin g bow n oticeable is 
the d ifferen ce in the character of the 
people from those we hav e just left 
behin d . 
On e could awake from a 
soun d sleep an d kn ow at on ce that 
on e was in Spain , for the first thin g 
that attracts our atten tion is a large, 
three-story ston e build in g, just like a 
railroad roun d -house, an d about three 
times as large. This is the “Blaza d e 
Toros,” the place were the bull fights 
are giv en . 
As soon as we leav e Irun we begin 
to ascen d the Byren es, an d a more d e­ 
lightful railroad trip I n ev er ex­ 
perien ced . 
The speed of the train 
was about twen ty miles an hour, an d 
sometimes two en gin es were required 
For two hours we climbed those azure 
tin ted peaks, on ly to fin d higher on es 
further on . We passed through scores 
of tun n els, some a mile lon g, an d it 
will amuse you to kn ow that the cars 
were n ot lighted . 
The moun tain s 
are quite thickly settled , mostly by 
shepard s, an d such sheep I n ev er saw, 
their wool is celebrated the world 
ov er, an d seems to grow in lon g curls 
reachin g n early to the groun d . They 
were v ery large an d some are black 
an d brown . After four hours of con ­ 
tin ued in terest, d urin g which time 
our faces were glued to the win d ows, 
we reached the summit an d a n ew 
sight equally as in terestin g sud d en ly 
came in v iew. The v alley, mile* in 
the d istan ce an d far below us, lay the 
great v alley from when ce we so re­ 
cen tly came. Ran ge after ran ge of 


moun tain s, on e ov er-lappin g the other, 
fad in g away in the d istan ce un til 
completely lost id the beautiful Span ­ 
ish bin e sky. 
The topof the moun tain 
was n ot un like the Mohawk v alley in 
York state. 
Fin e farmin g lan d an d 
highway road s n icely acad amized . 
At all the small station * where our 
traiu d id n ot stop were women , d epot 
agen ts, aud they wo|)ld stan d close to 
the track with a green flag tightly 
furled hold in g it at arms len gth, 
a’raigh h in fron t of them. 
Here we 
see th* in usin g a horse in place of a 
switch en gin e. 
We stopped forty 
min utes at a place aud were told they 
were chan gin g the machin e (en gin e). 
Often we pa-aed I arm* where the man 
aud wife, each with a yoke of oxen , 
were plowin g. The plow is a straight 
piece of iron that on ly scratch©* the 
groun d , an d has but ou© han d le to 
guid e ii with 
The women at work iii 
the field -* w* ar red petticoats, purple 


whims ami white cai*. 
The uieD 
Wear-bol m users, low shoes, a red 
or v eltow L- 
at ibe whim an d a red 
turban . 
We arriv ed at Mad rid at 6:10 a. rn . 
Our frien d s who were to meet us at 
the d epot, were con spicuous by their 
absen ce. 
We foun d a hotel ruouer 
who s(>oke Fren ch an d the burd en was 
lifted from our should ers. 
Arriv in g 
at the hotel we were giv en the “brid al 
chamber,” an d when I gav e ray n ame, 
there bein g uo register, I was asked 
if my wife’s n ame wa* the same as 
min e. Our room was three peetaa a 
d ay, (a jieata is sev en teen cen ts). I 
asked what the terms would tie for a 
mon th an d was told IOO pestas. I 
laughed at him for his Span ish way 
of figurin g, but he held firm to his 
price. There are n o stov es in the 
rooms, an d while it is as warm as sum­ 
mer d urin g the mid d le of the d ay it 
is v ery cold morn in g* an d ev en in gs, 
an d we are all sittin g aroun d the lamp 
with blan kets ov er our laps to keep 
warm. Rooms are heated here by a 
charcoal fire in a brazier or large brass 
kettle, an d if a guest wan ts to warm 
his room he must ren t or buy on e an d 
they cost from two to ten d ollars. My 
frien d an d his wife bought on e yes­ 
terd ay an d the fumes of the charcoal 
put them to sleep d urin g the ev en in g 
an d they are both sick tod ay. They 
say they will n ev er light their $ 4 
brazier again . There are d o chimn eys 
in the rooms ao it would n o good if 
on e should buy a stov e. 
Board with 
room at this hotel is sev en pestas per 
d ay, about 11.20, an d will compare 
with an American $ 2 hotel. A mouth­ 
ful is serv ed from 8 to 9, con sistin g of 
coffee aud a slice of toasted bread an d 
butter. At 12:30 comes the regular 
breakfast, an d from 7 to IO in the 
ev en in g comes the d in n er. Although 
they promise to reform an d giv e u« 
our meals at meal time they n ev er 
keep their word an d on e spen d s the 
whole ev en in g at the table. 
It is 
useless to try to hurry them; the 
d in n er is serv ed in courses, an d if you 
leav e before it is fin ished it is your 
loss, n ot theirs 
The result of late 
d in n ers is late risin g in the morn in g 
n o stores are open un til 8 or 8:30. 


This is Mard i Gras d ay, an d a gayer 
town I n ev er saw. 
There are said to 
be 10,000 masquerad ers on the streets, 
an d of all the comical false faces they 
break the record , some with an imal 
head s an d mon key faces. On e man 
is mad e up as a bear an d an other man 
lead s him by a chain attached to a 
muzzle ov er his head , the lead er 
carries a pole which the “bear” would 
climb, also d an ce, etc., an d pass the 
hat for pen n ies, which ho got. There 
are hun d red s of beggar* on the streets, 
most of the them blin d , while some 
hav e n o han d s or arms or are ben t out 
of shape in some way. Tod ay I saw 
a man whose legs turn ed backward s 
from his hips, an d from his kn ew they 
weut up, brin gin g his feet just back 
of bis should ers. 
He was crawlin g 
alon g in the d irty street beggin g for 
a cen time 
The amoun t giv en to 
b *ggars here by Span iard s of the 
ord in ary class is a cen time, on e-fifth 
of on e cen t in American mon ey. 
American s giv e more liberally, but 
n ev er to the profession al beggar. 
It is shockin g to hav e them follow 
you an d put their han d less arms in to 
your v ery face. 


The weather here is v ery irregular, 
the first week of our stay it was like 
a Jun e d ay. 
From IO till 4 the sun 
shin es v ery hot an d on e n eed s a 
parasol, but iu the shad e an ov ercoat 
is n ot un comfortable. It is n o un 
common thin g to see lad ies on the 
streets with furs an d carryin g a para­ 
sol. 
Mad rid is n ot so an cien t in ap­ 
pearan ce as I hoped to fin d it. 
I he 
build in gs are mostly fiv e stories an d 
built of grey ston e. On e of the fin est 
build in gs in Mad rid was built by an d 
belon gs to the Equitable Life In sur­ 
an ce Co, of New York. Street car 
fare is on ly two cen ts. 
Horses are 
used on ly on fin e carriages, mules an d 
oxen take their places in the ord in ary 
traffic. Mules are d riv en fiv e an d six 
iu a lin e, seld om are they d oubled or 
in a team. It seems stran ge arid cruel 
the way oxen are d riv en , as the yoke 
is attached to the horn s on top of the 
head an d when pullin g a heav y load 
ov er the rough cobble-ston e pav emen t 
the heav y ton gue of the wagon jerks 
their head s first on e sid e aud then 
the other. 
We hav e the hon or of 
beiag 
chaperon ed by our Toited States 
min ister, Mr. Tailor, an d his assistan t, 
who d o all in their powar to make our 
9tay agreeable, goin g with us four an d 
fiv e hours a d ay to help us with the 
lan guage an d n ev er seem to tire of 
d oin g all they can , refusin g to be 
compen sated in an y man n er. 
Mrs. 
Taylor is an estimable lad y, an d has 
in v ited us to d in n er at her elegan t 
born e; this, of course, will be at the 
expen se of the U. S. gov ermen t. 
Mr. 


I Taylor in forms us that rn his official 


capacity as U. S. Con sul, he baa at 
presen t absolutely n othin g to d o. He 
thin k* that Spain will come out v ie- j 
torious in th# Cuban con test 
Tho j 
Span iard * regard it n ot so much from i 
a commercial poin t of v iew as it i 
seems more to them like the lo** of a 
“member of the family.” 
The gov ­ 
ern men t is sen d in g 20,(KX) sold iers to 
Cuba, 1,000 leav in g Mad rid d aily, 
man y of them raw recruit*. 
The 
typical Span ish sold iers are as fin e a 
bod y of meu as I ev er saw, richly 
un iformed in d ark blue, with ret! caon 
aud trimmin gs, d ark complexion ed - 
almost a mullato, an d all seem to be 
about 25 years of age, *troug aud 
healthy. I had the pleasure of seein g 
Gen eral Weyler at the head of hi* 
army d e[>artin g for the n eat of war. 
He has the un en v iable reputation of 
beiug a butcher, killin g ev erybod y 
that falls his prey, col exceptin g 
women aud child ren . 
Better jud g­ 
men t has prev ailed in th©*© d ays of 
mod ern warfare, an d he has ben n m- 
-i meted to ’capiu e aud n ot kill" 
when ev er poesibl©. 
There are n ot man y jieople in 
Mad rid who d o 
n ot buy 
lottery 
tickets, the gov ern men t san ction in g 
♦ be lotteries. 
Boys an d women aell 
them od the streets like n ewsboys sell 
papers. 
The Span iard s are treat 
ch! aa thiev es 
an d all d oors are barrel!, bolted am! 
locked like a couuty jail. The hall 
d oors in all apartmen ts hav e a small 
open in g 
about 
eight 
in ches in 
d iameter, through which tbe serv an t 
talks to you un til she fin d s out whether 
or n ot you are to lie ad mitted . 
This 
is a guard again st in trud ers. 
It may be of in terest to you to kn ow 
the coat of man y of the n ecessaries of 
it© here. 
Butter, 65 cen ts per poun d ; 
flour, 8 cen t* per poun d ; beef, v ery 
poor, 30 to 70 cen ts per poun d ; milk, 
12 cen ts per quart; pop corn , 4 cen ts 
per ear; sugar, IO ceuta; 
pork, 25 
ceti ta; coffee, 80 cen ts; potatoes, v ery 
poor, 3 cen t*; apples, IO cen t* per 
poun d , an d prae-applee, $ 1.75. 
Now, 
when a man works for 35 to 50 cen ts 
per d ay, you can easily imagin e what 
he must forego in ord er to support a 
family. 
The workin g claaaes ar© n ot 
in it here, an d are looked upon by the 
wealthy aa bein g but a little, if an y, 
better than cattle. 
The Span ish are 
n ot clev er at man ufacturin g, aud I 
n otice mauy articles imported from 
Fran ce, En glan d an d America that 
could as well be mad e here, thus 
furn ishin g work for the thousan d s of 
un employed . 
My impression thus far is that the 
Span ish are n ot so ev il an d low- 
min d ed as the Fren ch. 
Lad ies on 
the streets here are seld om molested 
n or spoken to, while in Baris a lad y, 
if alon e, is almost sure to be in sulted 
by in sin uatin g remarks aud gestures. 
Durin g the fiv e d ay’s carn iv al that 
en d ed yeaterd ay. I saw n othin g sug­ 
gestiv e of v ulgarity, while in Baria it 
seem* to beth© heightof thair ambition 
to be amutty. 
Durin g tbe sprin g an d fall bull 
fights are held here ev ery Sun d ay, but 
d urin g Len t the fighters are amateur*, 
aud tbe n ext big fight comes off the 
first Sun d ay after Easter, an d i» 
alread y billed as an “extraord in ary 
affair,” rn which six bulls aud ten 
horses will participate. 
All outsid e d oors are locked at IO 
p. rn ., an d do ten an t has a key. 
On e 
must call the n ight watchman , who 
carries a large belt full of key* to all 
the fron t d oors on his beat, an d yon 
must giv e him two cen ts each time he 
n olocks year d oor. There are a few 
elev ators in build in gs here which 
carry passen gers rip, but n ot d own . 
We will leav e Mad rid to tour Italy 
an d Switzerlan d April loth, an d will 
arriv e in Baris Jun e Ut an d New York 
July 1st.

“Almost sn insult to Him.” 
The Duluth Evening Herald pnnte 
a communication from Judge Brow­ 
nell in regard to Hon. C. A. Towne 
and the party that elected him to 
congress. The letter says: 
“We should at once organize a free 
silver party with whom our dis 
tinguished congressman, when we 
send him back again to Washington, 
can accomplish something for the 
people worth? of his great ability. 
Whv, to re-elect him and keep the 
gold party in power ie almost an in­ 
sult to him, as it ties him ap so he can 
do but little compared with what he 
will do if we pot a free silver party in 
power on Mr. Towne'e platform.” 
It ie hardly possible that more than 
a half dozen men, even in Duluth, 
woald be ss foolish ss Mr. Brownell 
appears from the above assertions 
credited to his pen. It is a pity if 
Mr. Towne has reached that point io 
his political career where he is greater 
than the party that elected him. Bat, 
according to the above oommnnica- 
lion, it seems necessary to change the 
party or offer an insult to Mr. Towne. 
Those Duluth fellows appeer to 
imagine that if Mr. Towne says so the 
entire republican party of these United 
States most change their views or 
everything will go to smash. “When 
we send him back to Washington” his 
views on the silver question will have 
to be greatly changed, and there is 
little danger of his being “insulted.” 
The Sixth district of Minnesota ad­ 
mire and appreciate the brilliant 
powers and oratory of Mr. Towns, 
bot they will refuse to be misrepre­ 
sented on the money question— 
free silver finds little, very little, 
favor in this district he pretends to 
represent. 
To illustrate where the silver senti­ 
ment is drifting to we quote the fol­ 
lowing from F. M. Eddy, congressman 
from the Seventh Minnesota district, 
who passed through Minneapolis on 
Tnesday on his way home: 
“The sentiment for silver is increas­ 
ing in a few pieces in the country, bat 
taking the oonntry over, it is on the 
decline. 
There are fewer free silver 
men in the boose now than were there 
two years ago, and more now than 
there will be next congress. 
They 
were beaten three votes to one in the 
hones this year. 
From a aeries of 
tablas which I have prepared, count­ 
ing every vote cast in 1894 for a free 
silver candidate, whether running as 
republican, democrat or populist, 
and throwing in tile socialist vote, the 
total vote for this new idea was lam 
than one-fifth the total vote of the 
oonntry. The vote in the hones on 
silver shows OO democrats and 30 re­ 
publicans. 
Of the OO, 24 were Con­ 
federate soldiers, and all, eave two or 
three, came from secession states. In 
the 60 are included the votes of the 
silver republican states, together with 
two votes each from Michigan, Ohio, 
Illinoia and South Dakota, and one 
vote each from Minnesota, Kansas and 
North Carolina. 
“The inequality of representation 
gives silver a stronger showing in con­ 
gress than it really is entitled to. A 
vote in Nevada, for instance, has five 
timet ae mach representation on the 
iloor of congree* ae a voter in Minne­ 
sota. A voter in Mississippi has fonr 
times aa mach representation in con­ 
gress as a voter in Minneeota, Iowa or 
New York. In other words, the en­ 
tire congressional vote of the state of 
Mississippi, in its seven districts, 
counting votes east for all candidates, 
was not as great, in 1894, as th# vote 
cast in the Seventh district in Minne­ 
sota for my opponent and myself.” 


Through the oonrte*. of J. C. Coo- 
gdon we are enabled to give oar 
reederstbe following interest it g letter 
from T R. Congeon, s former resident 
or ibm cit>. aud who ba? ite*u iu Paris 
Fir nome years stud v ing hi? profession 
with the master* of the old world: 
Madrid. Spain, Feb. 15, '96. 
We left Paris Feb. lith, and yon 
will perhaps be more surprised than 
pleased to know that we traveled third- 
class, as all artuts do here, and were 
sccomfiauied by three artists friends 
As yon kuow the cars here are divided 
into compartments, and oar party en­ 
joyed one by themselves, wbicL, yon 
see, gave as a private drawing room, 
not quite so well famished as your 
Pullman cars, however. Tbe seats ol1 
the third-class on our line were ap 
holstered and quite comfortable. We 
provided ourselves with sn extra 
toothsome lunch, and four times a day 
tamed 
oar compartment into 
vertiable buffet. The journey through 
Son them France was very interesting, 
and we saw many ancient villages 
with decayed booses, 
many ear 
rounded by high stone walls, some 21 » 
feet high, constructed as a safeguarc 
in times of war. We were a gooc 
nato red sort of a crowd, singing near­ 
ly all the time, which amused tbe 
Freneh passengers very mach, nod 
when oar voices became tired (and 
oar audience also) we played euchre 
and ate. 
At 10.40 in the evening we 
arrived at Bordeaux, bot as it was 
about our bed time we did not sample 
any of the celebrated wine mads bere. 
At this place we change wagons—ex 
case me, I am writing English, and 
mast say cars, and as there were no 
sleeping cars on our train, we made 
quite a comfortable bank on the seats, 
which runs crosswise of the car and 
are about eight feet long. 
I have 
told yon how these cars are heated, 
•ort of “lead bag” about three feet 
long, eight inches wide and three 
thick, is filled with hot water, and two 
are shoved into the car on the floor 
and the passengers nae them as we do 
a soap stone. About 3 o'clock that 
night the water in the bags became 
cold, likewise that in my veins, and 
the thermometer had almost reached 
its lowest uotch when relief came and 
hot water replaced the now almost ice 
blocks. At 6:30 we arrived at Iron, 
the town on the frontier between 
France and Spain, where we most 
change cars and pass the ternble 
ordeal of having oar baggage ran 
sacked by the high officials with the 
low salaries. As we open oar car 
door a dozen or more Spaniards wel­ 
comed os with their usual warm 
greeting of “Carry your baggage, 
air?” “Bay an orange, sir!” “Give 
me a penny, sir!” etc., all, of course, 
in Spanish, which we woald have 
understood as well had it been in 
Greek. 
Finally a boy who spoke 
French came along and I embraced 
him as a friend, indeed, for he cer­ 
tainly was in need—or rather we were 
in need of him. The examination of 
baggage was only a matter of form, 
we had been careful not to bring any 
dutiable goods. 
I forgot to say that 
at Paris we could not bay a ticket into 
Spain, only to the frontier. 
The 
railroads of the two countries are not 
good neighbors—they may be said to 
be like two families living in the 
same house. 
Oar baggage was transferred to the 
Spanish train without giving up the 
check, and they did not even ask for 
it. I bought tickets to Madrid, walked 
up to our tranks and told the long- 
noeed Spaniard to check them to 
Madrid, showing him the tickets, and 
he complied withont demanding proof 
that I had any claim on the tranks. 
I wish now I had selected a larger 
and better one that was beside mine. 
A glance at the Spanish train con­ 
vinced na that we did not want third- 
class on that line for the seats were 
simply wooden benches, 'and hard 
wood, too. 
The second-class cars 
were very 
nice, upholstered and 
cushioned seats and backs. 
We are now in Spain, and it is cer­ 
tainly astonishing bow noticeable is 
the difference in the character of the 
people from those we have just left 
behind. 
One coaid awake from a 
sound sleep and know at once that 
one was in Spain, for the first thing 
that attracts oar attention is a large, 
three-story stone building, just like a 
railroad round-house, and about three 
times as large. This is the “Plaza de 
Toros,” the place were the ball fights 
are given. 
As soon as we leave Iran we begin 
to ascend the Pyrenes, and a more de­ 
lightful railroad trip I never ex­ 
perienced. 
The speed of the train 
was sbont twenty mile? an boar, and 
sometimes two engines were required 
For two hoar* we climbed those azure 
tinted peaks, only to find higher ones 
further on. We passed through scores 
of tunnels, some a mile long, and it 
will am nae yon to know that the care 
were not lighted. 
The mountains 
are qnite thickly settled, mostly by 
aheparda, and such sheep I never saw, 
their wool is celebrated the world 
over, and seems to grow in long carls 
reaching nearly to the ground. They 
were very large and some are black 
and brown. After four boars of con­ 
tinued interest, daring which time 
oar faces were glued to tbe windows, 
we reached the summit and a new 
sight equally as interesting suddenly 
came in view. The valley, miles in 
the distance and far below us, lay the 
great valley from whence we so re­ 
cently came. Bange after range of 


mountains, one over-lapping tbe other, 
fading away in tbe distance until 
completely lost in the beant if cl Span 
ish bine sky. The top of the mountain 
was not unlike the Mohawk valley in 
York state. 
Fine farming land and 
highway roads nicely academized. 
At all the small stations where our 
train did not stop were women, depot 
agents, aud they wogld stand close to 
the track with a green flag tightly 
furled holding it at arms length, 
straight h iii front of them. Here we 
see them using a horse in place of a 
•witch engine. 
We stopped forty 
rn in ated st a place and were told they 
were changing the machine (engine). 
Often we linseed farms where the man 
and wife, each with a yoke of oxen, 
were plowing. Tbe plow is a straight 
piece of iron that only scratches the 
ground, aud bas bat one handle to 
guide it with 
The women at work iii 
tile fields wear red petticoat?, purple 
waist? hi.ii white caps. The meo 
wear shot* • imisers, low shoes, a red 
or veiiow L> 
at the waist aud a red 
turban. 
We arrived at Madrid at 6:10 a. rn. 
Our friends who were to meet na at 
the depot, were conspicuous by their 
absence. We found a hotel runner 
who spoke French and the burden was 
lifted from oar shoulders. 
Arriving 
at the botel we were given the “bridal 
chamber,” and when I gave my name, 
there being no register, I was asked 
if my wife's name was the same as 
mine. Our room was three pestle a 
day, (a pest! is seventeen cents). I 
asked what the terms woald be for a 
month and was told IOO pestas. I 
laughed at bim for bis Spanish way 
of figuring, but be held firm to his 
price. There are no stoves in the 
rooms, and while it is as warm as sum­ 
mer daring the middle of the day it 
is very cold mornings and evenings, 
and we are all sitting around the lamp 
with blankets over oar lap. to keep 
warm. Rooms are heated here by a 
charcoal fire in a brazier or large brass 
kettle, and if a guest wants to warm 
his room he must rent or bay one and 
they cost from two to ten dollars. My 
friend and his wife bought oue yes­ 
terday and the fames of the charcoal 
pot them to sleep daring the evening 
and they are both sick today. They 
say they will never light their 14 
brazier again. There are no chimneys 
in the rooms so it woald no good if 
one should bay a stove. Board with 
room at this hotel is seven pestas per 
day, about $1.20, and will compare 
with an American $2 hotel. A mouth­ 
ful is served from 8 to 9, consisting of 
coffee and a slice of toasted bread and 
batter. At 12 SO comes tbe regular 
breakfast, and from 7 to IO in the 
evening comes the dinner. Althongh 
they promise to reform and give na 
oar meals at meal time they never 
keep their word and one spends the 
whole evening at the table. 
It is 
useless to try to harry them; tbe 
dinner is served in conines, and if yon 
leave before it is finished it is yonr 
loss, not theirs. 
The result of late 
dinners is late rising in the morning, 
no stores are open until 8 or 8 SO. 


This is Mardi Gras day, and a gayer 
town I never saw. 
There are said to 
be 10,000 masqueraders on the streets, 
and of all the comical false faces they 
>reak the record, some with animal 
heads and monkey faces. One man 
is made ap as a bear and another man 
leads him by a chain attached to a 
muzzle over his head, the leader 
carries a pole which the “bear” would 
climb, also dance, etc., and pass the 
hat for pennies, which he got. There 
are hundreds of beggars on the streets, 
most of the them blind, while some 
lave no hands or arms or are bent out 
of shape in some way. Today I saw 
a man whose legs tamed backwards 
from his hips, and from his knees they 
went ap, bringing his feet just back 
of bis shoulders. He was crawling 
along in the dirty street begging for 
centime 
The amount given to 
b eggars bere by Spaniards of the 
ordinary class is a centime, one-fifth 
of one cent in American money. 
Americans give more liberally, but 
never to the professional beggar. 
It is shocking to have them follow 
yon and pat their bandless arms into 
your very face. 


The weather here is very irregular, 
the first week of oar stay it was like 
a June day. From IO till 4 the son 
shines very hot and one needs 
parasol, bat in the shade an overcoat 
is not uncomfortable. It is no un­ 
common thing to see ladies on the 
streets with furs and carrying a para­ 
sol. Madrid is not so ancient in ap­ 
pearance aa I hoped to find it. The 
>mldin<rs are mostly five stories and 
milt of grey stone. One of the finest 
raildings in Madrid was built by and 
belongs to the Equitable Life Insur­ 
ance Co , of New York. Street car 
!are is only two centa Horses are 
used only on fine carriages, mules and 
oxen take their places in tbe ordinary 
traffic. Moles are driven five and six 
in a line, seldom are they doubled or 
in a team. It seems strange and crnel 
the way oxen are driven, as the yoke 
is attached to the horns on top of the 
head and when palling a heavy load 
over the rough cobble-stone pavement 
the heavy tongas of the wagon jerks 
their heads first one side and then 
the other. 
We have the honor of being 
chaperoned by oar United States 
minister, Mr. Taylor, and his assistant, 
who do all in their power to make oar 
stay agreeable, going with us four and 
five boors a day to help as with the 
language aud never seem to tire of 
doing all they can, refusing to be 
compensated in any manner. 
Mrs. 
Taylor is an estimable lady, and bas 
invited na to dinner st her elegant 
home; this, of coarse, will be at the 
expense of the U. S. government. Mr. 
Taylor informs os that in his official 


capacity as U. S. Consul, he bu at 
present absolutely nothing to do. He 
thinks thst Spain will oome out vic­ 
torious in tbs Cuban contest. Tho 
Spaniards regard it not so mach from 
a eomtnercial point of view as it 
seems more to them like the loss of a 
“member of the family.” 
Tbe gov­ 
ernment ie sending 20,060 soldiers to 
Caba, 1,000 leaving Madrid daily, 
many of them raw recruits. 
The 
typical Spanish soldiers are as fine 
body of meo ss I ever saw, richly 
noiformed in dark bine, with red crim 
and trimmings, dark complexioned— 
almost a mal tat o, and all seem to be 
about 25 years of agre, strong and 
healthy. I had the pleasure of seeing 
General Weyler at tbe head of his 
army departing for the seat of war. 
He has the unenviable reputation of 
being a batcher, killing everybody 
that falls his prey, net excepting 
women and children. Better judg­ 
ment has prevailed in these days of 
modern warfare, aud he has been in- 
?t rusted to ‘captu*e aud not kill” 
whenever possible. 
There are not mauy people in 
Madrid who do 
uot buy lottery 
tickets, tbe government sanctioning 
the lotteries. Boys and women sell 
them on the streets like newsboys sell 
papers. 
The Spaniards are treated as thieves 
and all doors are barred, bolted and 
locked like a county jail. Tbe hall 
doors in all apartments have a small 
opening 
about 
eight 
inches in 
diameter, through which the servant 
talks to yon until she finds oat whether 
or not you are to be admitted. 
This 
is a guard against intruders. 
It may be of interest to yon to know 
the cost of many of the necessaries of 
life here. Batter, 65 cents per poand; 
floor, 8 cents per pound; beef, very 
poor, 30 to 70 cents per pound; milk, 
12 cents per qasrt; pop corn, 4 cents 
per ear; sugar, IO cents;

In forage plants and the rare of fod­ 
der, -doubtless caused by the extreme 
dry weather In various sections for the 
psst few years. But there is also a 
growing need for more forage, and the 
gradual discovery that corn fodder and 
forage plants are much more valuable 
than heretofore supposed. 
Kafir corn is not a corn, bot a sor­ 
ghum, but differing from the sweet 
sorghum in having a short stalk with 
much thicker aud broider leaves and 
much heavier seed-hrads. So far as I 
know, the’extremes of yield In seed 
have been.tf re to eighty bushels,though 
experimental plots have shown at the 
rate of 112 bushels per acre; bot twen­ 
ty to thirty bushels is certainly a fair 
crop. Just how to grow to get the 
heaviest yield of seed la not fully 
known yet, but, as practiced now. I 
think It is exaggeration to place the 
yield above that of corn, except in 
sections where corn will not make a 
good crop. For instance, In this terri­ 
tory, where corn cannot be depended 
upon every year. Kafir corn will out* 
yield It, perhaps, one-fourth, on the 
whole; yet this statement will not ap­ 
ply to the best years and best sections 
of the territory where corn will readily 
make from fifty to eighty bushels per 
acre.

As far north as Central 
Ohio it is doing well, and is likely to 
bo grown in connection with corn. 
North of that, even in British Colum­ 
bia, there are good reports; but also 
some which say It will not pay to raise 
compared with corn, so further testing 
Is needed. Without going into details, 
I would say the planting and cultivat­ 
ing is similar to that of common corn, 
except that as it is a small seed.

Rxe aa Cree* Manure. 
A correspondent writes the Country 
Gentleman as follow’s: “I have twenty 
peres of flue river bottom land in rye. 
J wish to turn the rye under about 
the first of April, or a little later, and 
plant corn about the loth of May. Of 
wliat value is the green rye thus turn­ 
ed under to the land as a fertilizer? 
How long would you advise me to wait 
after turning the rye before planting 
the corn?” 
The following is the reply: “Assum­ 
ing that the green rye is about headed 
out, and that there are six tons per 
acre green material, it would conlain 
about thirty pounds of nitrogen, twelve 
of phosphoric add and seventy of pot­ 
ash. If these were computed at 14, 0 
and 4 cents respectively per pound, it 
would show a value of 17.50 per acre; 
but this is very misleading, for the rye 
has created nothing. It has simply 
digested the plant food which was al­ 
ready in the soil. True, lf the rye can­ 
not lie rotted quickly so that the corn 
can avail itself of the plant-food which 
♦he rye contains, It will be beneficial 
because the corn is likely to get more 
of this plant-food than It would, had 
the material been left In the soil unor­ 
ganized by the rye. On the other hand, 
lf the growth of rye is very abundant 
and the plowing is delayed and the sea­ 
son dry, the rye may be a positive 
damage to the corn; but this would be 
a rather unusual case. The chief ob- 
; ect of sowing rye la to conserve nitro­ 
gen and to add humus to the soil. 
There Is no reason why, in the climate 
of Georgia, the planting should not 
progress as fast as the ground is fit­ 
ted.” 


T a K e e p VO S e ll F e r t ilit y . 
A little study will abow the amount 
of the principal element to plant food 
removed from the soil by our crops, 
also the amount furnished by stable 
manure as usually applied. It will not 
take much figuring to show that our 
crops take off the land much more than 
Is put back In the shape of stable ma­ 
nure, because the latter Is so bulky 
and contains such comparatively small 
amounts of nitrogen, potash and phos­ 
phoric acid. Now we can increase the 
strength or fertilizing value of stable 
manure nearly one-half by saving the 
liquid portion (by using coarse litter 
and absorbents in the stable) and 
drawing the manure to the field as soon 
as made, instead of piling it under tbs 
eaves to leach, as is still so gener­ 
ally practiced. We should also get rid 
of the <dd idea that timothy is the only 
grass for hay, and sow clover in Its 
stead, plowing it under for two or 
three years. Produce less until you 
can do it much cheaper. Use your 
brains, read the reports of experiment 
stations, correspond with the directors 
and get all the information from them 
you can. Study the needs of your land 
and if you have to buy fertilizers, sup­ 
ply what It needs most.—W. F. Buck­ 
land, Onondago County, N. Y., in Or* 
ange Judd Farmer.

Make, save and properly use all of tun 
fertilizing matter possible, and then 
lf there is not enough, purchase in the 
most 
available from what may be 
wanting, as there will be no real econ- { 
tiny in partially fertilizing a field or 
crop when all of the other details have ' 
been carefully attended to.

Put in all crops in season, as much 
of success will depend on this. 
I 
Cultivate thoroughly, and as long as j 
the work can be properly done, remem­ 
bering the old adage, that “tillage is 
manure.”—E. R.

The only rase on record In which ac­ 
cident insurance companies have act­ 
ually paid indemnities In a case of a 
“hoodoo” came to light In this d tj 
last week. 
Dr. James A. Thornton, a well known 
and highly respected dentist of Atlan­ 
ta, Ga., Is the “hoodooed” man In this 
Instance, and the malevolent influence 
la directed against his left foot, Which 
has suffered severe Injuries four times 
during the last twelve months, and, aa 
a result of the latest mishap, it may he 
necessary to amputate the luckless 
member altogether! 
Agents of the accidents companies 
In this city, in which the doctor holds 
policies, do not hesitate to affirm the 
“hoodoo” theory, and say that the 
case is the most remarkable that ever 
came under their observation. 
It was a year ago when the malign 
design of the supposed evil spirit made 
Its first manifestation. 
The doctor, a skinful sportsman, was 
at his gun dab grounds one afternoon, 
and between shots he rested the maz­ 
ole of his gtin on bia left shoe. In 
this position one of the barrels ex­ 
ploded and the shot cut off two of his 
toes as neatly as if they had been am­ 
putated. The doctor was laid ap by 
the accident for a month. 
Shortly after this Dr. Thornton 
caught his “hoodooed” foot in a fold of 
a rug in his library. The foot was 
turned so as to cause a painful sprain, 
and it was three weeks before he was 
able to put hts foot to the ground. 
Two weeks later, while walking 
through Whitehall street, in Atlanta, 
a carriage horse stepped on the toes of 
the same unfortunate foot, and from 
this wound he suffered for a month. 
The last stroke of bad luck came 
last week. 
Thornton was at Stone mountain, 
twenty miles from Atlanta, on a shoot­ 
ing trip, when bis gun slipped and 
again exploded. This time two other 
toes were taken off, leaving only the 
small toe. Ane foot on this occasion 
was so lacerated that about half of it 
was amputated, and it may In* neces­ 
sary to remove the entire foot at the 
ankle to save his leg. 
During all of his troubles with his 
left foot Dr. Thornton has not receiv­ 
ed a scratch on any other part of his 
body. 
His friends bear witness to the fact 
that Thornton Is a careful man. and 
they, too, share his belief that some 
evil spirit has been at woi~. 
Dr. Thornton carries accident poli­ 
cies in the Employers’ Liability of 
London, the Aetna, the United States 
Casualty, the Preferred of New York, 
and the Travelers’. The “hoodoo” has 
already cost the companies about 
$1,000, and if the doctor is unfortunate 
enough to lose his leg entirely he will 
be paid about $1,500.—New 
York

“Admiral Malian,” as Dr. Benjamin 
puts It, “may do much In the beginn­ 
ing to turn the tide of a battle by his 
skillful strategy, aud no one will un­ 
derrate It; but when the fight got* 
thick, Capt. Mahan, in the conning 
tower, must know that each and every 
capability In the huge mechanism is 
purely responsive to his direction, and 
then, and not until then, lie will also 
know that tho victory, as nearly as 
Providence permits It in advance to 
any man. lies In the |Milm of his 
band.” Nearly all the electrical de­ 
vices which are at present used on 
American war vessels are the inven­ 
tions of an American naval officer, 
Lieut. Fiske. The latest form of his 
engine-room telegraph not only signals 
by dial indication such orders as 
’’Stop,’ “Back,” etc., which are suffi­ 
cient for the control of the engines of 
‘ships cruising alone, hut conveys to 
the engineers explicit directions as t> 
the number of revolutions of the pro­ 
pelling screws (corresponding approx­ 
imately to a certain speed) that is 
accessary if ships are to cruise In 
fleet formation, and then automatic­ 
ally repeats back its message, and the 
fact that it has been obeyed to the 
sending station. Another ingenious 
appliance Is the helm indicator, which 
enables the captain not only to Inform 
the helmsman the exact angle at 
which the rudder is to be put, but it 
makes the rudder itself automatically 
signal back to him the Information 
that the steering order has been at­ 
tended to. By means of tbeae devices 
!the captain of a ship ran now control 
both the speed and the movements of 
the vessel, with a rapidity and a de­ 
gree of certainty which has hitherto 
been Impossible. Still another Inven­ 
tion of Lieut. Fiske, and the latest of 
all, is an electrical arrangement for 
accurately measuring and Instantly 
Indicating a ship’s speed. It is so ad­ 
justed that aa index before the com- 
tnanding officer’s eyes shows him the 
•peed of the vessel at all times. It 
pas been thought by some that such 
an instrument as the poeitlon-finder 
Bras too complicated for the trying 
conditions of 
actiral warfare, but 
against this surmise most be placed 
the fact that la has passed successful­ 
ly tfie severest tests known to naval 
wor)c.

Doesn’t Sound Well. 
H. W. Crowell, an attorney from 
St. Cloud, who was in attendance at 
the recent term of court here, had 
himself interviewed in a recent issue 
of the Journal Press of that city in 
regard to Pryde who was condemned 
to be tiling for a brutal murder, aud 
if he had confined himself strictly to 
facts the interview would have read 
better. He states that “the theory 
that Pryde killed his victim for 
money which he was supposed to 
have on his person is a wrong one, 
but was simply for the desire for tak­ 
ing human life. 
The opportunity 
presented itself, and the msaue cun­ 
ning of the fiend consnmmated his 
desire.” The facts are that the “op­ 
portunity presented itself’ because 
Pryde had planned the murder a 
week ahead aud had decoyed his vie 
tim to this city, and as to the theory 
that the murder was not for money it 
is exploded by the statement of Mr. 
Lam in open court, the com de inned 
man’s attorney, that 
Pryde went 
through Patterson’s pockets after he 
shot him, bot didn’t get anything. 
Farther on Mr. Crowell says: “Pryde 
received his sentence with a calmness 
that was pitiable to behold. 
He was 
totally unaffected by his awful fate, 
and smiled during the court’s sen­ 
tence. In fact the coart was vastly 
more moved by the sentence than the 
culprit, for, Judge Holland, who is a 
man past the meridian of life, was so 
weak when he had completed his 
task that he could scarcely move.” Aa 
fards Pryde’s smiling when sentence 
was passed upon bim, Mr. Crowell 
must have been the only one of an 
audience of 600 people who saw the 
“smile” and every eye in the room 
was centered upon the murderer, and 
he was as far from smiling as the 
statement is from the facts.

H. W. Crowell, an attorney from 
St. Cloud, who was in attendance at 
the recent term of court here, had 
himself interviewed in a recent issue 
of the Journal Press of that city in 
regard to Pryde who was condemned 
to b e hung for a b rutal murder, and 
if he had confined himself strictly to 
facts the interview would have read 
b etter. 
He states that “the theory 
that Pryde killed his 
victim for 
money which he was supposed to 
have on his person is a wrong one, 
b ut was simply for the desire for tak­ 
ing human life. 
The opportunity 
presented itself, and the insane cun­ 
ning of the fiend consummated his 
desire.” 
The facts are that the “op 
portuuity presented itself” b ecause 
Pryde had planned the murder a 
week ahead and had decoyed his vie 
tim to this city, ami as to th** theory 
that the murder was not for money it 
is exploded b y the statement of Mr. 
Lum in open court, the cotndeuined 
man’s attorney, that 
Pryde went 
through Patterson’s pockets after he 
shot him. b ut didn’t get anything 
Further on Mr. Crowell says: “Pryde 
received his sentence with a calmness 
that was pitiab le to b ehold. 
He was 
totally unaffected b y his awful fate, 
and smiled during the court’s sen­ 
tence. 
In fact the court was vastly 
more moved b y the sentence than the 
culprit, for. Judge Holland, who is a 
man past the meridian of life, was so 
weak when he had completed his 
task that he could scarcely move.” As 
far as Pryde’s smiling when sentence 
was passed upon him, Mr. Crowell 
must have b een the only one of hu 
audience of 600 people who saw the 
“smile” and every eye in the room 
was centered upon the murderer, and 
he was as far from smiling as the 
statement is from the facts.

As you know the cars here are divided 
into compartments, and our party en 
joyed out* by themselves, which, you 
see, gave us a private drawing room, 
not quite so well furnished as your 
Pullman cars, however. 
The seats of 
the third-class on our line were up 
holstered and quite comfortable 
We 
provided ourselves with 
an extra 
toothsome lunch, aud four times a day 
turned 
our 
compartment 
into 
a 
vertiable buffet. The journey through 
Southern France was very interesting, 
and we saw many ancient villages 
with decayed houses, 
many 
sur­ 
rounded by high stone walls, some 20 
feet high, constructed as a safeguard 
in times of war. 
We were a good 
natured sort of a crowd, singing near­ 
ly all the time, which amused the 
Freuch passengers very much, and 
when our voices became tired (and 
our audience also) we played euchre 
and ate. 
At 10:40 in the evening we 
arrived at Bordeaux, but as it was 
about our bed time we did noi sample 
any of the celebrated wine made here. 
At this place we change wagons—ex­ 
cuse me, I am writing English, and 
must say cars, and as there were no 
leeping cars on our train, we made 
quite a comfortable bunk on the seats, 
which runs crosswise of the car and 
about eight feet long.

mountains,one over-lapping the other, 
fading away in the distance until 
completely lost rn the beautiful Span­ 
ish blnesky.

The Duluth Evening Herald print* 
a communication from Judge Brow­ 
nell in regard to Hon. C. A. Towne 
and tho party that elected him to 
congress. 
The letter says: 
“We should at once organize a free 
silver party with 
whom our dis 
tiuguished congressman, when we 
send him back again to Washington, 
can accomplish something for the 
people worthy of his great ability. 
Why, to re-elect him and keep the 
gold party in power is almost an in­ 
sult to him, as it ties him up so he can 
do but little compared with what ho 
will do if we put a free silver party iu 
power on Mr. Towne’s platform.” 
It is hardly possible that more than 
a half dozen men, even in Duluth, 
would bo as foolish as Mr. Brownell 
appears from the above assertions 
credited to his pen. 
It is a pity if 
Mr. Towne has reached that point in 
his political career where he is greater 
than the party that elected him. But, 
according to the above commuuica 
tion, it seems necessary to change the 
party or offer an insult to Mr. Towne. 
Those 
Duluth 
fellows 
appear 
to 
imagine that if Mr. Towne says so the 
entire republican party of these United 
States must change their views or 
everything will go to smash. 
“When 
we send him back to Washington” his 
views on the silver question will have 
to be greatly changed, and there is 
little danger of bis being “insulted.” 
The Sixth district of Minnesota ad 
mire and appreciate 
the biilhaut 
powers aud oratory of Mr. Towne 
but they will refuse to be misrepre 
sented on 
the 
money 
question— 
free silver finds little, very little 
favor iu this district he pretends to 
represent. 
To illustrate where the silver senti 
ment is drifting to we quote the fol­ 
lowing from F. M. Eddy, congressman 
from the Seventh Minnesota district, 
who passed through Minneapolis on 
Tueaday on his way home: 
“The sentiment for silver is increas­ 
ing in a few places in the country, but 
taking the country over, it is on the 
decline. 
There are fewer free silver 
men in the house now than were there 
two years ago, and more now than 
there will be next congress. 
They 
were beaten three votes to one in the 
house this year. 
From a series of 
tables which I have prepared, count­ 
ing every vote cast in 1894 for a free 
silver candidate, whether running as 
a republican, democrat or populist, 
and throwing in the socialist vote, the 
total vote for this new idea was less 
thau one-fifth the total vote of the 
country. 
The vote in the house on 
silver shows 60 democrats and 30 re­ 
publicans. 
Of the 60, 24 were Con­ 
federate soldiers, and all, save two or 
three, came from secession states. In 
the 60 are included the votes of the 
silver republican states, together with 
two votes each from Michigan, Ohio, 
Illinois and South Dakota, and one 
vote each from Minnesota, Kansas and 
North Carolina. 
“The inequality of representation 
gives silver a stronger showing in con­ 
gress than it really is entitled to. 
A 
vote in Nevada, for instance, has five 
times as much representation on the 
floor of congress as a voter in Minne­ 
sota. 
A voter in Mississippi has four 
times as much representation in con­ 
gress as a voter in Minnesota, Iowa or 
New York. 
In other words, the en­ 
tire congressional vote of the state of 
Mississippi, in its 
seven districts, 
counting votes cast for all candidates, 
was not as great, in 1894, as the vote 
cast in the Seventh district in Minne­ 
sota for my opponent and myself.” 


are 
told you how these cars are heated, a 
sort of “lead bag” about three feet 
long, eight inches wide and three 
thick, is filled with hot water, and two 
are shoved into the car on the floor 
and the passengers use them as we do 
soap stone. 
About 3 o’clock that 
night the water in the bags became 
cold, likewise that in my veins, and 
the thermometer had almost reached 
its lowest notch when relief came and 
lot water replaced the now almost ice 
blocks. 
At 6:30 we arrived at Irun, 
the town on the frontier between 
France and Spain, where we must 
change cars and pass the terrible 
ordeal of having our baggage ran 
sacked by the high officials with the 
ow salaries. 
As we open our car 
door a dozen or more Spaniards wel­ 
comed us with their usual warm 
greeting of “Carry your baggage, 
sir?” 
“Buy au orange, sir!” 
“Give 
me a penny, sir!” etc., all, of course, 
in Spanish, which we would have 
understood as well had it been in 
Greek. 
Finally a boy who spoke 
French came along and I embraced 
him as a friend, indeed, for he cer­ 
tainly was in need—or rather we were 
in need of him. 
The examination of 
baggage was only a matter of form, 
we had been careful not to bring any 
dutiable goods. 
I forgot to say that 
at Paris we could not buy a ticket into 
Spain, only to the frontier. 
The 
railroads of the two countries are not 
good neighbors—they may be said to 
be like two families living in the 
same house. 
Our baggage was transferred to the 
Spanish train without giving up the 
check, and they did not even ask for 
it. I bought tickets to Madrid, walked 
up to our trunks and told the long 
nosed Spaniard to check them to 
Madrid, showing him the tickets, anc 
he complied without demanding proof 
that I had any claim on the trunks 
I wish now I had selected a larger 
and better one that was beside mine. 
A glance at the Spanish train con­ 
vinced us that we did not want third- 
class on that line for the seats were 
simply woo* lea benches, and hard 
wood, too. 
The second-class cars 
were very 
nice, 
upholstered aud 
cushioned seats and backs. 
We are now in Spain, and it is cer­ 
tainly astonishing bow noticeable is 
the difference in the character of the 
people from those we have just left 
behind. 
One could awake from a 
sound sleep and know at once that 
one was in Spain, for the first thing 
that attracts our attention is a large, 
three-story stone building, just like a 
railroad round-house, and about three 
times as large. 
This is the “Plaza de 
Toros,” the place were the bull fights 
are given. 
As soon as we leave Irun we begin 
to ascend the Pyrenes, and a more de­ 
lightful railroad trip I never ex­ 
perienced. 
The speed of the train 
was about twenty railes an hour, and 
sometimes two engines were required 
For two hours we climbed those azure 
tinted peaks, only to find higher ones 
further on. 
'Ye passed through scores 
of tunnels, some a mile long, and it 
will amuse you to know that the cars 
were not lighted. 
The mountains 
are quite thickly settled, mostly by 
shepards, and such sheep I never saw, 
their wool is celebrated the world 
over, and seems to grow in long curls 
reaching nearly to the ground. 
They 
were very large and some are black 
and brown. 
After four hours of con­ 
tinued interest, during which time 
our faces were glued to the windows, 
we reached the summit and a new 
sight equally as interesting suddenly 
came in view. 
The valley, mile* in 
the distance and far below us, lay the 
great valley from whence we so re­ 
cently came. 
Range after range of 


fted from onr shoulders. 
Arriving 
at the hotel we were given the “bridal 
chamber,” and when I gave my name, 
there being no register, I was asked 
if my wife’s name was the same as 
mine. 
Our room was three pestas a 
day, (a pest a is seventeen cents). 
I 
asked what the terms would be for a 
month and was told IOO pestas. 
I 
aughed at him for his Spanish way 
of figuring, but he held firm to his 
price. 
There are no stoves in the 
rooms, and while it is as warm as Bum­ 
mer during the middle of the day it 
is very cold mornings and evenings, 
and we are all sitting around the lamp 
with blankets over our laps to keep 
warm. 
Rooms are heated here by a 
charcoal fire in a brazier or large braps 
mettle, and if a guest wants to warm 
us room he must rent or buy one aud 
they cost from two to ten dollars. My 
friend and his wife bought oue yes­ 
terday aud the fumes of the charcoal 
put them to sleep during the evening 
and they are both sick today. 
They 
say they will never light their $4 
brazier again. There are no chimneys 
in the rooms so it would no good if 
one should buy a stove. 
Board with 
room at this hotel is seven pestas per 
day, about $1.20, and will compare 
with an American $2 hotel. A mouth­ 
ful is served from 8 to 9, consisting of 
coffee and a slice of toasted bread and 
butter. 
At 12:30 comes the regular 
breakfast, and from 7 to IO in the 
evening comes the dinner. 
Although 
they promise to reform and give us 
our meals at meal time they never 
keep their word and one spends the 
whole evening at the table. 
It is 
useless to try to hurry them; 
the 
dinner is served in courses, and if you 
leave before it is finished it is your 
loss, not theirs 
The result of late 
dinners is late rising in the morning 
no stores are open until 8 or 8:30. 


This is Mardi Gras day, and a gayer 
town I never saw. 
There are said to 
be IG,OOO masqueraders on the streets, 
and of all the comical false faces they 
break the record, some with animal 
heads aud monkey faces. 
One man 
is made up as a bear and another man 
leads him by a chain attached to a 
muzzle over his head, the leader 
carries a pole which the “bear” would 
climb, also dance, etc., and pass the 
hat for pennies, which he got. 
There 
are hundreds of beggars on the streets, 
most of the them blind, while some 
have no hands or arms or are bent out 
of shape in some way. 
Today I saw 
a man whose legs turned backwards 
from his hips, and from his knees they 
went up, bringing his feet ju*t baok 
of his shoulders. 
He was crawling 
along in the dirty street begging for 
a centime 
The amount given to 
b *ggar8 here by Spaniards of the 
ordinary class is a centime, one-fifth 
of one cent in American 
money. 
Americans give more liberally, but 
never to the professional beggar. 
It is shocking to have them follow 
you and put their handless arms into 
your very face. 


The weather here is very irregular, 
the first week of our stay it was like 
a June day. 
From IO till 4 the sun 
shines very hot and one needs a 
parasol, but in the shade an overcoat 
is not uncomfortable. 
It is no un­ 
common thing to see ladies on the 
streets with furs and carrying a para 
sol. 
Madrid is not so ancient in ap­ 
pearance as I hoped to find it. 
The 
buildings are mostly five stories and 
built of grey stone. 
One of the finest 
buildings in Madrid was built by and 
belongs to the Equitable Life Insur­ 
ance C o, of New York. 
Street car 
fare is only two cents. 
Horses are 
used only on fine carriages, mules and 
oxen take their places in the ordinary 
traffic. 
Mules are driven five and six 
in a line, seldom are they doubled or 
iii a team. 
It seems strange and crue 
the way oxen are driven, as the yoke 
is attached to the horns on top of the 
head and when pulling a heavy load 
over the rough cobble-stone pavement 
the heavy tongue of the wagon jerks 
their heads first one side and then 
the other. 
We have 
the 
honor of 
being 
chaperoned by our United States 
minister, Mr. Tailor, and his assistant, 
who do all in their power to make our 
stay agreeable, going with us four and 
five hours a day to help us with the 
language and never seem to tire of 
doing all they can, refusing to be 
compensated in any mauner. 
Mrs. 
Taylor is an estimable lady, and bas 
invited us to dinner at her elegant 
home; this, of course, will be at the 
expense of the U. S. goverment. 
Mr. 
Taylor informs us that in his official 


seems more to them like the loss of a 
“member of the family.” 
The gov­ 
ernment is sending 20,(XX) soldiers to 
Cuba, 1,000 leaving Madrid daily, 
many of them raw recruits. 
The 
typical Spanish soldiers are as tine n 
bod> of meu as I ever saw, richly 
uniformed in dark blue, with red cans 
aud trimmings, dark com plexioned- 
almost a mullato, and all seem to tie 
about 25 years of age, stroug aud 
healthy. 
I had the pleasure of seeing 
General Weyler at the head of his 
army departing for the seat of war. 
He has the unenviable reputation of 
being a butcher, killing everybody 
that falls his prey, not excepting 
womeu aud children. 
Better judg­ 
ment has prevailed in these days of 
modern warfare, and he has been m- 
.-.irueted to ‘ captu e aud not kill” 
whenever }K)ssible. 
There are 
not many people in 
Madrid who do 
not buy 
lottery 
tickets, the government sanctioning 
♦ be lotteries. 
Boys and women sell 
them on the streets like newsboys sell 
papers. 
The Spaniards are treated as thieves 
arid all doors are barred, bolted and 
locked like a county jail. 
The hall 
doors in all apartments have a small 
opening 
about 
eight 
inches iu 
diameter, through which the servant 
talks to you until she finds out whether 
or not you are to be admitted. 
This 
is a guard against intruders. 
It may be of interest to you to know 
the cost of many of the necessaries of 
ife here. 
Butter, 65 cents per pound; 
flour, 8 cents per pound; 
beef, very 
poor, 30 to 70 cents per pound; milk, 
12 cents per quart; pop corn, 4 cents 
per ear; 
sugar, IO cents; 
pork, 25 
cents; coffee, 80 cents; potatoes, very 
poor, 3 cents; 
apples, IO cents per 
pound, aud pine-apples, $1.75. 
Now, 
when a man works for 35 to 50 cents 
per day, you can easily imagine what 
he must forego in order to support a 
family. 
The working classes are not 
in it here, and are looked upou by the 
wealthy as being but a little, if any, 
better than cattle. 
The Spanish are 
not clever at manufacturing, aud I 
notice many articles imported from 
France, England and America that 
could as well be made here, thus 
furnishing work for the thousands of 
unemployed. 
My impression thus far is that the 
Spanish are not so evil and low- 
minded as the French. 
Ladies on 
the streets here are seldom molested 
nor spoken to, while in Paris a lady, 
if alone, is almost sure to be insulted 
by insinuating remarks and gestures. 
During the five day’s carnival that 
ended yesterday. I saw nothing sug­ 
gestive of vulgarity, while in Paris it 
seem stobethe heightof their ambition 
to be smutty. 
During the spring and fall bull 
fights are held here every Sunday, but 
during Lent the fighters are amateur*, 
and the next big fight comes off the 
first Sunday after Easter, and is 
already billed as an “extraordinary 
affair,” in which six bulls and ten 
horses will participate. 
All outside doors are locked at IO 
p. rn., and no tenant has a key. 
One 
must call the night watchman, who 
carries a large belt full of keys to all 
the front doors on his beat, and you 
must give him two cents each time he 
unlocks your door. 
There are a few 
elevators in buildings here which 
carry passengers up, but not down. 
We will leave Madrid to tour Italy 
and Switzerland April 15tb, and will 
arrive in Paris J tine 1st and New York 
July 1st.

But there is also a 
growing need for more forage, and the 
gradual discovery that corn fodder ar.d 
forage plants are much more value ole 
than heretofore supposed. 
Kafir corn is not a corn. Ixit a sor­ 
ghum, but differing from th* sweet 
sorghum iu having a sho*t stnlk with 
much thicker aud bronde" leaves and 
much heavier seed-heads. S > far as I 
know, the extrem es of ykdd In seed 
have lieeulivc to eighty bushelsjhough 
experim ental plots have shown at the 
rate of 112 bushels per acre; lait tw en­ 
ty to thirty bushels is certainly u fair 
crop. Just how to grow to get tin* 
heaviest yield of seed Is not fully 
known vet, but. as practiced now. I 
think it is exaggeration to place the 
yield above th at of corn, except in 
sections where corn will not make a 
good crop. For instance. In tiiis terri­ 
tory, where corn cannot Ik* de|K*u<led 
upon every yenr. Kafir corn will out- 
yield it. |x*rhnp*, one-fourth, on the 
whole; yet this statem ent will not ap­ 
ply to tiie ls*st years and best sections 
of tine territory where corn will readily 
make from fifty to eighty bushels per 
acre.

It Is grown here very extensively, 
and while not equal to the best corn, 
yet it is a much surer crop to plant for 
any section where there is a liability 
long iK*riods of dry weather.

H>«* iin G r e e n X l a n m e . 
A correspondent writes the Country 
Gentleman as follows: “I have twenty 
pores of tine river bottom land in rye. 
I wish to turn the rye under about 
the first of April, or a little later, and 
plant corn alsm t tlu* lftth of May. Of 
w hat value is tin* gr**on rye thus turn­ 
ed under to tlu* land as a fertilizer? 
Jb>w long would you advise nu* to wait 
after turning the rye lu*fore planting 
the corn?” 
The following is tin* reply: “Assum­ 
ing that the green rye is about headed 
out. and tliat there are six tons per 
acre green material, it would contain 
alHUit thirty |>ounds of nitrogen, twelve 
of phosphoric a d d aud seventy of ]K>t- 
asli. If these were computed at 14, ft 
aud 4 cents respectively per pound, it 
would show a value of $7.eft per acre; 
but this is very misleading, for tlu* rye 
has created nothing. It lias simply 
digested the plant food which was al­ 
ready in the soil. True, if tlu* rye can­ 
not be rotted quickly so that tlu* coru 
can avail itself of the plant-food which 
the rye contains, it will I k* beneficial 
because tlu* corn is likely to get more 
of this plant-food than it would, had 
the m aterial been left in the soil unor­ 
ganized by the rye. On the other band, 
if the growth of rye is very abundant 
and the plowing is delayed aud the sea­ 
son dry. the rye may be a positive 
damage to the corn; but this would be 
a rather unusual case. The chief ob­ 
ject of sowing rye is to conserve nitro­ 
gen and to a*l«l hum us to the soil. 
There Is no reason why. in the climate 
of Georgia, tlie planting should not 
progress as fast as the ground is fit­ 
ted.” 


To K eep | p Soil F ertility . 
A little study will show the amount 
of the principal element to plant food 
remov***! from tlu* soil by our crops, 
also tlu* amount furnished hy stable 
m anure as usually applied. It will not 
take much figuring to show that our 
crops take off the land much more than 
Is put back lu tlu* shape of stable ma­ 
nure, because the latter Is so bulky 
and «*ontains such comparatively small 
amounts of nitrogen, potash and phos­ 
phoric acid. Now we can Increase tlu* 
strength or fertilizing value of stable 
manure nearly one-half by saving the 
liquid iHUtion (by using coarse litter 
a ml absorbents in the stablet aud 
drawing tlu* manure to the field as soou 
as made, Instead of piling It under th** 
eaves to leach, as is still so gener­ 
ally practiced. We should also get rid 
of the old id*<i that tim othy is the only 
grass for hay. aud sow clover in its 
stead, plowing it under for two or 
three years. Produce less until you 
can do it much cheaper. Esc your 
brains, rend the reports of experim ent 
stations, correspond w ith the directors 
and get all the information from them 
you can. Study the needs of your land 
and if you have to buy fertilizers, sup­ 
ply w hat it needs m ost.—W. F. Buek- 
laiid. Ouondago County, N. Y., in Gr­ 
ange Judd Farm er. 


F a r m E c o n o m y . 
From an economical 
standpoint a 
farm er should have no more land than 
he has the means or ability to properly 
(•are for, for oft acres well tilled Is far 
more profitable than lftft tilled in the 
usual manner. 
Have no more fences than are abso 
lutely required, thus economizing land, 
lals»r and expenses. 
Remove all obstructions from mea­ 
dows and cultivated fields, for greater 
economy In working the same and bet­ 
ter results. 
Have the best rotation for crops that 
will accord with the eonditlou of tlu* 
lands and the purpose to which they 
are to be devoted. 
l Tse the most approved implements, 
machines and tools, as the t>est are al­ 
ways the cheapest. 
Grow the kinds of crop best adapted 
to the soil, and the most profitable to 
the owner. 
Make, save and properly use all of the 
fertilizing m atter possible, and then 
if there is not enough, purchase in the 
most 
available from what may be 
wanting, as there will be no real econ­ 
omy In partially fertilizing a field or 
*rop when all of the other details have 
b**en carefully attended to. 
Put in all crops in season, as much 
of success will depend on this. 
Cultivate thoroughly, and as long as 
the work can lie properly done, rem em ­ 
bering the old adage, that “tillage is 
manure.”— E. R.

It was a year ago when the malign 
design of the supposed evil spirit made 
its first m anifestation. 
The doctor, a skillful sportsm au, was 
at his gun club grounds o n e afternoon, 
and lietween shots he rested the muz­ 
zle of his gtin on Ids left shoe, lu 
this position one of tin* barrels ex­ 
ploded and the shot cut off two of his 
toes as neatly as if they had lR*en am ­ 
putated.

The farm er’s garden can be made a 
mighty sim ple and profitable thing. 
Clear tlu* ground of all stubble and 
weeds, spread (preferably in the fall, 
but now is not too late) a liberal dress­ 
ing of well-rotted stable manure, then, 
if you intend to irrigate, pump about 
an inch of w ater all over it until the 
whole is well soaked. 'Then plow uu­ 
der all the litter, cover the laud six 
inches thick or more with straw if it 
is not worth anything to feed, burn it 
off and harrow iu tlie ashes or plow 
them under al(out three inches deep. 
This will make a rich garden spot, and 
if you run your rows lengthwise and 
far enough aimrt to use a horse cul­ 
tivator. you will be surprised at the 
quantity of stuff you will raise and the 
little lalsir it will require.—Chris Elch- 
elberger, Decatur.

25 jK*r cent. 
The Cotsword is a large, fine mutton 
sheep and will shear from ten to six­ 
teen pounds of wool. 
If you have not already secured your 
ice save It at the earliest possible mo­ 
ment. Do not put it off. 
Deep plowing greatly Improves tho 
productive powers of every variety of 
soil that is not wet. 
Exam ine the wheat fields and see 
that the w ater furrows are kept open, 
to enable them to carry off all surface 
w ater and drain superfluous moisture. 
Do not attem pt tiie cultivation of 
corn upon your lands, unless It is 
highly manured, as it requires to be 
heavily fed. 
Tile are alw ays to be preferred, but 
four-inch hemlock l>oards nailed lu V 
shape cost nothiug but a little work In 
winter, and will last twelve years, and 
often much longer. 
As a m le the size of the seed will in­ 
dicate the depth to plant, starting with 
the sm allest at one-half of au inch, 
such as celery, parsnips, etc., whll6 
peas and beaus may be put one and 
one-half inches in depth. 
Corn gives w arm th to the horse, 
therefore when his work continues the 
same give a little more corn as the 
w eatl er becomes cold; but If the work 
falls off. as in winter, the feed of corn 
may be Aecroased. 
There Is uo more useful work to be 
done on a farm than that of draining 
moist or springy lands. It promote* 
health and it improves the quality and 
the yield of the crops, whethertof grass 
or grain. 
Keep your breeding sows in a separ 
ate pen. Feed them well, but give na 
more food than is necessary to keep 
them in a healthy condition. Supply 
them regularly with charcoal, rotten 
wood aud ashes to correct acidity.

makes the rudder itself autom atically 
signal back to him tlie information 
that th? steering order has been at­ 
tended to. By means of these devices 
the captain of a ship can now control 
both the speed and the movements of 
the vessel, with a rapidity und a de­ 
gree of certainty which has hitherto 
been impossible. Still another inven­ 
tion of Lieut. Fiske, and the latest of 
all, is an electrical arrangem ent for 
accurately measuring and Instantly 
indicating a ship’s speed. It is so ad­ 
justed that au index befoie the com­ 
m anding officer's eyes shows him the 
speed of the vessel at all times. It 
has been thought by some th a t such 
an instrum ent as the positlon-flnder 
was too complicated for the trying 
conditions of 
actual 
w arfare, 
but 
agaiust this surm ise m ust be placed 
the fact that is has passed successful­ 
ly the severest tests known to naval 
work.

Doesn’t Sound Well. 
H. W. Crowell, an attorney from 
St. Cloud, who was iu attendance at 
the recent term of court here, had 
himself interviewed iu a recent issue 
of the Journal Press of that city iu 
regard to Pryde who was condemned 
to be hung for a brutal murder, and 
f he had confined himself strictly to 
facts the interview would have read 
better. 
He states that “the theory 
that Pryde killed his 
victim for 
money which he was supposed to 
lave on his person is a wrong one, 
but was simply for the desire for tak­ 
ing human life. 
The opportunity 
presented itself, and the insane cuu- 
niug of the fiend consummated his 
desire.” 
The facts are tbat the “op­ 
portunity presented itself” because 
Pryde had planned the murder a 
week ahead and had decoyed his vie 
tun to this city, and as to tlm theory 
that the murder was not for money it 
is exploded by the statement of Mr. 
Lum in open court, the comdemued 
man’s attorney, that 
Pryde went 
through Patterson’s pockets after he 
shot him, but didn’t get anything. 
Further oa Mr. Crowell says: “Pryde 
received his sentence with a calmness 
that was pitiable to behold. 
He was 
totally unaffected by his awful fate, 
and smiled during the court’s sen­ 
tence. 
In fact the court was vastly 
more moved by the sentence than the 
culprit, for. Judge Holland, who is a 
man past the meridian of life, was so 
weak when he had completed his 
task that he could scarcely move.” As 
far as Pryde’s smiling when sentence 
was passed upon him, Mr. Crowell 
must have been the only one of an 
audience of COO people who saw the 
“smile” and every eye in the room 
was centered upon the murderer, and 
he was as far from smiling as the 
statement is from the facts.
